SCOUTS AND CADETS. 


- A Comparison. 


In anticipation of the forth- 
coming Jamboree to be held by]. 


the Hongkong Boy Scouts, s brief 
compariso! of the objects of the 
Scouts with those of the Cadeta 
might be of interest. It is not 
our object to attempt to make any 
invidious comparisons between 
the Cadet Corps attached to the 
ELK.Y.D. and our local Scouts, 
but meraly to endeavour to show 


how, essentially different are the}. 


principles which govern these 
‘two distinct organisations, either 
at home or abroad. 

The primary object of the Cadet 
movement is to give military 
training to lads with a view to 
rendering them capable of bear- 
ing arms should the necessity for 
so doing srise at. some futures 
date. .The Cadet Corps are in- 
tended to be feedera for the 
volunteer or territorial forces, the 
. idem being that when the lads] 
reach the requisite age, they w.ll 
automatically transfer into the 
latter, 

The Cadet movement is indis- 
putably a military organisation: 
hence its recognition by the War 

” Office and the agsistance given 
to it from that.source. 

The Scout movement, on the 
other band is avowedly non. 
’ military. Sir Robt. Baden-Powell, 
the Chief Scout, in his handbook: 

“Scouting tar Boys,” which is 
regarded as ‘the foundation on 
which the whole movement is 
based, both aa regards its scope 
and aims and the nature of the 
training given, contains the 
* following significant passage :— 
“There is'no military meaning). 
attached to scouting. Peace 
scouting comprises the attributes 


of colonial: frontiersmen in thel: 


way of resourcefulness and self- 
reliance and the mauy other 
qualities which make them men 
among men. There is no inten 
tion of making:the lacs into sol- 
diers or of teaching them blood- 
thirstiness. Atthesametimeunder 
‘Patriotism,’ they are tanght that 
a citizen must be prepsred to 
take ‘bis fair share among his 
fellows in the defence of the 
homeland sgainst aggression in 
return for the safety aad freedom 
enjuyed by him as an inhab 
itant.” 

If we may be excused for 
again quoting from a writer who 
deals with this:same aspect of 
the subject, the following extract 
from an article which appeared 
in the Times of 14th. July, 1918, 
may be regarded as, of especial 
ingerest. The article was & 
comparative survey of the 
Scout’ training and stated :— 
“Both the Cadet and Scout 
movements are out for the good 
of the boys, Tho outstanding 
difference between their respec- 
tive methods of training ia that 
of principle—one works through] 
inpreasion, the other tbrougb 
expression. The Cadet training 
imposes collective instruction vp- 
on the boys from without; while 
the Scout movement encourages 
self-davelopment on the part of 
the individual from within. Mili- 
tary drill fashions him on to aa 
approved standard as-a: part of 
the machine; wheres’ the aini of 
scouting is to develop bis per- 
sonal character as a firat step.” 

_ It is because so many people 
have an idea that the two move- 
‘ments aro closely akin, or, in 
_ fact, one and’ the aame, that we 
have ventured to present these 
facts to our readers, As far as 
Hongkong is concerned, it is 
hoped thet the Jamboree will 
help to dispel this idea and serve 
to demonstrate in some measure 
the real” value of Scouting for 
boyz, both as a. means of character 

» treining and as ao adjunct to 

education.

THE “Z00,” 


Moat Beople i in the Far Eastern 
tropics are vofortunately familiar 
with the obnoxious centipedes, 
and way feel some modified kind 
of interest in the fact that, Mr. 
RB. Murray, on a recent ‘visit 
to. Trinidad, captured 8 num- 
ber of .very large , specimens, 
[wo he succeeded in bringing to 
England alive for presentation to 
tha Zo0, and they are now in the 
Insect House. 

They are largo of theie kind, for 
each is rathér more than a foot 
‘long, and at the broadest part. 
nearly balf an inch across. They 
are dark brown, with rings on the 
long fezlets and on the legs, 
a psit-.of which project from 
each - flattened segment: of the 
body. Like . their Eastern 
confreres, they run quickly, and 
can’ climb vertical surfaces if 
lthere is any fcothold for their’ 
claws. They aré entirely car- 
nivorous, living .on insects, 
grabs, small birds or mammals, 
which they kill with their 
venom. It bas been shown that 
the whole of the body’ of 
these..centipedes secretes 8 
volatile venom, 80 that even the 
wounds made by the sharp 
claws -ate extremely painful. 

The under surface of the head 
carries s formidable pair of 
poison fangs, the venom of which 
escapes by a pore in the claw, 
being formed by large glands at 
the base of the claws. The venom 
is an acid opalescent liquid 
hardly roixible with water. The 
bite ia very painful to buman 
beings, but has not been known 

to ba fatal, elthough it causes 
insomnia, ‘local swelling, and 
occasiocally ulcvra.—Er.

AUSTRALIAN TRADE, WITH]. 


The first steamer of the new 


passenger service from Genoa to 
Australia, instituted by the Lioyd 
Sabando Li 
arrived at Australian ports in 
January. The Captain stated 
thatthe line’s connection with
